1. Pursuant to M.P.E.P. § 606.01, the title has been changed to read: 

- A diffractive optical element with a pair of opposite surfaces projecting light on 
a photodetector --. 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
Claims 1-2, 9-10 and 17-29 are allowable over the prior art of record since the 

cited references taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose an 
apparatus which includes an optical pickup which includes among other things "a 
diffraction grating which has pair of opposite surfaces for maximizing primary diffraction 
efficiencies of fist and second light projected on a photodetector ". It is noted that the 
closest prior art, Uchizaki et al. (US patent 6,646,975) shows a similar apparatus that 
has diffraction grating doing similar thing. However Uchizaki et al. fails to disclose two- 
sided grating, and Kato [6,829,091] shows a two-sided grating but it not being used in 
the same fashion and for same reason as disclosed by the Applicants.
